Speaking of Italy's action in seeking 


aa "open door" oa the Chinese coast, 
Mr. Wu says he was much surprised 
at tliis move, as Italy has practically 
no trade in China. Under such cir- 
cumstances the minister is inclined to 
believe Italy would not have acted un- 
til some of the other powers had been 
sounded. What China will do as to 
accepting or rejecting the 
Italian 


claims, Mr. Wu has not been advised 
officially. 


The minister had a long conference 


with Secretary Hay as to the situation 
in China. It is expected that the posi- 
tion of the United'States in refusing 
to seize any territory will' have an im- 
portant influence on affairs in China, 
strengthening the hands of those in 
authority. 


Italy Wants an Apology. 


Rome, March 8.—The Italian govern- 


ment is fully determined to obtain an 
ecology from China for the Tsung Li 
Yamen's refusal of the demand of Sig- 
nor Martino, Italian minister at Pek- 
ing, of a concession at San Mun bay, 
province of Che Kiang, to be used as 
a naval base and coaling station. A 
squadron of five cruisers, with 100 guns 
and 1,500 men will soon arrive at San 
Mun bay. 


Attack on Foreigner*. 


Peking, March 8.—In a riot near 


Wingpo the property of the Pao Wo 
mine was wrecked. J. E. Rennison, the 
foreign manager, 
narrowly escaped 


with his life. A temple was destroyed. 
British Consul Playfair has sent in a 
claim for damages. 


To Brnak Delaware Deadlock. 


Dover, Del., March 8.—Only five days 


remain before the final adjournment of 
the legislature, and a strong effort is 
being made to harmonize the Repub 
lican factions, thus securing the elec- 
tion of a successor to United States 
Senator George Gray. With this end 
in view a letter was handed to every 
Republican member of the general as- 
sembly, signed by Congressman Gros- 
venor and Secretary Dick of the Re- 
publican national committee, urging an 
eirly and final settlement of the sena- 
torial question. The communication Is 
regarded as favoring AddLcks. 


Bur on on the Stand.' 


Chicago, March 8.—Baron Von Beld- 


enfeld took the stand and testified in 
his own behalf against the charge of 
murdering DetectrVfe Charles McDon- 
ald. 
He declared that McDonald had 


repeatedly threatened his life and that 
It was to be able to protect himself 
against a probable attack that he grew 
Into the habit of carrying a revolver. 
He pleaded self defense. The baron 
told his story well and evidently made 
a favorable impression upon the jury. 


Flooded With Queer Coin. 


Shamokin, Pa., March .8.—Banks, 


stores and the postoffice were flooded 
with counterfeit dollars bearing dates 
of 1879,1882 and 1884, and having such 
a good ring that bank officials who 
sent some of the dollars to the national 
treasury for examination, think the 
coins contain more silver than the gen- 
uine money. None of the hanks will 
receive dollars bearing the above dates 
until the matter is investigated by 
secret service agents.

Gomes Up for Settlement 


And the Supreme Court Overrules the 


Motion of Prosecutor Bannon— 


Other Court House News. 


The supreme court of Ohio has is- 


sued a special'mandate in the case of 
state of Ohio against Josephine PUB- 
ateri, to- wit — :Exceptipns 
to 
the 


court of common pleas o£ Scioto 
county. This case came on to be 
heard upon the exceptions by the 
prosecuting attorney to the ruling of 
the court of common pleas of jSeioto 
county and was argued. by counsel. 
On consideration whereof, it is or- 
dered and adjudged by this court 
that the exception 
taken by J,the 


prosecuting attorney to the ruling of 
the court oC common pleas be, and 
the same is hereby overruled. It is 
ordered and adjudged that the county 
of Scioto pay the costs incurred in 
'this court, taxed at $9.00, and it is 
further ordered and adjudged that 
Theo. K.^ Funk, an attorney at law, 
appointed by the iudge of the court 
of common pleas of Scioto counnty to 
defend its rulings, be. and he is here- 
by allowed a fee of $50, which, with 
the costs aforesaid, this ccurt hereby 
orders paid out of the treasury of the 
county of Sdoto. • 


The question at issue in the above 


ruling was as follows. 
At the trial 


at a former court of Jospehine Pusa- 
teri, charged with cutting with in- 
tent, to kill one Joseph Sodaro, the 
attorney for the defense offered testi- 
mony showing a provocation for the 
act, on account of certain stories' cur- 
rent that it [was claimed had been 
started hy^the said ^Joseph Scdaoro 
and his wife, Rosa Sodaro. 
To this 


evidence the prosecuting attorney ob- 
jected. The court ruled taht the evi- 
deHce was admisable. The prose- 
cuting attorney carried the ruling to 
the supreme court on exception, re- 
sulting in the supreme court sus- 
taining the lowei court. This doubt- 
less settles this style of testimony, 
bat it cost the tax payers at least 
»75. Hon. Theo. K. Funk made an 
argument in the supreme court in be- 
oalf of Judge Milner, of the court of 
eomomn pleas.
